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4 ARRESTS 
MADE IN

Four people have been arrested in a 
home invasion in Dry Ridge that led to 
a bullet grazing a woman’s head. 

Nineteen-year-old Daniel M. Swope 
of Dry Ridge is charged with first- 
degree robbery, first-degree burglary 
and tampering with physical evidence. 

Three juveniles were also charged 
with first-degree robbery and first- 
degree burglary. 

The charges stem from a home inva¬ 
sion April 26 on Michigan Avenue 
where several masked and armed indi¬ 
viduals allegedly broke into a resi¬ 
dence. 

A female who called 911 at 9:29 
p.m. to report the invasion told the dis¬ 
patcher that she had 
been pepper sprayed 
by the suspects and 
another female had 
been shot. 

There were also 
other individuals 
inside the home dur¬ 
ing the home inva¬ 
sion and robbery, 
according to Trooper 
David Jones. 

After the shoot¬ 
ing, the suspects allegedly fled the 
home with a small amount of cash. 

The female victim, whose name has 
not been released, was airlifted to the 
University of Cincinnati Medical 
Center where she is listed in stable con¬ 
dition. KSP detectives Scott Lengle and 
Ronald Gilbert interviewed several per¬ 
sons of interest April 27 before the four 
arrests were made. 

Swope is lodged in the Grant County 
Detention Center.

Corinth man 
dies in 
train/truck

An 80-year-old Corinth man was 
killed instantly April 22 when a train 
smashed into a gravel truck he was 
driving in Scott County. 

Stanley Hammonds was driving the 
truck about 2:35 p.m. near Rogers Gap 
Road when a Norfolk and Southern 
train collided with the truck’s passenger 
side. 

The impact tore the truck apart and 
ejected Hammonds, according to the 
Georgetown-News Graphic. 

Scott County Sheriff Tony Hampton 
told the newspaper that Hammonds was 
delivering gravel to fill a trench being 
dug to transmit electricity to Toyota 
Motor Manufacturing, Kentucky from a 
small generating plant that burns meth¬ 
ane produced at the landfill along 
Double Culvert Road.

Grant to hold seat on airport board

Grant County will soon 
have a seat on the board that 
oversees the Cincinnati/ 
Northern Kentucky Airport. 

A bill recently passed by 
the General Assembly restruc¬ 
tures the Kenton County 
Airport Board. 

The board currently has 
seven voting members 
appointed by the Kenton 
County judge-executive. 

Kenton County owns the 


airport although it is located 
in Boone County. 

The change will expand 
the board to 13 voting mem¬ 
bers with Kenton County get¬ 
ting eight seats, Boone County 
with two seats, Grant and 
Campbell counties with one 
seat each and a governor- 
appointed seat. 

The restructuring comes 
after the board came under 
fire from state Auditor Adam 
Edelen for alleged excessive 
spending, power struggles and 
lack of oversight.

While they were met with 
initial resistance, Rep. Brian 
Linder, R-Dry Ridge, said he 
met with Sen. Damon Thayer 
last summer about the possi¬ 
bility of a seat on the board 
for Grant County. 


“Many of the employees at 
the airport are Grant County 
residents,” Linder said. 
“When Delta significantly 
reduced flights at the airport, 
many Grant County residents, 
who were Delta employees, 
either lost their job or were 
forced to transfer to another 
part of the country.” 

The move makes Grant 
County a player in Northern 
Kentucky’s greatest economic 
asset, said Thayer.

FFLAG receives $364,000 grant 


The Fitness for Life 
Around Grant County 
(FFLAG) coalition has 
been awarded a three-year 
grant of $364,000 from the 
Foundation for a Healthy 
Kentucky to support its 
efforts to reduce the inci¬ 
dence of childhood obesity 
in the county by increasing 
opportunities for physical 
activity and improving 
nutrition. With matching 
funds from Grant County 
residents and businesses, 
the initiative will total 
more than $500,000. 

Funding will be used to 
improve opportunities for 
children to be physically 
active by building walking 
and bike paths, sidewalks, 
playgrounds and parks; 
and to improve children’s 
diets by giving them more 
access to fresh fruits and 
vegetables. 

“Today’s children could 
be the first in U.S. history 
to live sicker and die 
younger than their parents’ 
generation. Lifestyle and 
institutional changes in 
recent decades make it dif¬ 
ficult for children to eat a 


healthy diet and be active,” 
said Rick Skinner, Chair of 
FFLAG. 

“Our children need 
access to affordable 
healthy food, and safe, 
convenient places to play. 
This grant will further sup¬ 
port efforts to accomplish 
both and improve the 
health of Grant County 
youth.” 

Many children in Grant 
County are overweight and 
do not get the recommend¬ 
ed amount of daily physi¬ 
cal activity. The Behavioral 
Risk Factor Surveillance 
Survey found that only 30 
percent of Grant County 
youth had gotten the rec¬ 
ommended 60 minutes of 
physical activity five days 
per week. While most 
Grant County children 
begin school at a healthy 
weight, by 10 th grade more 
than 35 percent are clini¬ 
cally obese, according to 
body mass index measure¬ 
ments collected by Grant 
County and Williamstown 
Independent school dis¬ 
tricts. The county’s high 
poverty rates and lower 


income rates contribute to 
the problem. 

Grant County is one of 
seven communities to 
receive funding through 
the Foundation for a 
Healthy Kentucky 
Investing in Kentucky’s 
Future grant program. The 
$3 million statewide initia¬ 
tive is designed to improve 
the health of Kentucky’s 
children by engaging in 
communities and testing 
innovative strategies. The 
program includes funding 
for both planning and 
implementation. Grant 
County received a plan¬ 
ning grant of $21,643 in 
2013-2014, which helped 
shape the activities in the 
current grant. 

“This grant is a first 
step in making lifelong 
changes for our youth,” 
said Skinner. “We’ll start 
by focusing on improving 
physical environments and 
policies in Grant County 
schools, and then move the 
initiative to the broader 
community in future years. 
The goal is to reduce the 
impact that chronic diseas¬ 


es, like obesity, have on 
Grant County residents. If 
not addressed, chronic dis¬ 
eases can reduce our qual¬ 
ity of life and lead to an 
early death.” 

The Investing in 
Kentucky’s Future grant 
ties closely with FFLAG’s 
mission. The coalition 
began in 2002 with con¬ 
cerned teachers who 
noticed the rising trend of 
obesity among their stu¬ 
dents. Since then, FFLAG 
has implemented physical 
activity campaigns such as 
Get Up, Get Out, Get Fit; 
the Biggest Winner 
Challenge and the 
Walktober campaign and 
holds the Derby Dash 5K 
run/walk each spring. 
FFLAG’s activities engage 
more than 2,000 people 
per year.

and I was determined that 
we would not be the last. 
On day one, the recordings 
department started scan¬ 
ning documents and we al¬ 
ready have plans in place 
to start back scanning in 
the coming months. I have 
applied for grant funding 
to assist us with this un¬ 
dertaking as well as nego¬ 
tiated with the vendor for 
back scanning to occur to 
preserve our currently in¬ 
dexed records. The clerk’s 
office has already started 
discussions around back 


indexing to preserve as 
much as we can. 

Our secured website 
went live on day one at 
no expense to the tax¬ 
payers. You can find us 
online at www.grantcoun- 
tyclerk.org or on Face- 
book at www.facebook.

You can renew your ve¬ 
hicle with Kentucky reg¬ 
ular Unbridled Spirit or 
In God We Trust plates 
online.

Monday through Fri¬ 
day and 8:30 a.m. to noon 
every Saturday (except 
holidays and Derby Day 
due to downtown festivi¬ 
ties.) 

We completed over 
6,700 motor vehicle trans¬ 
actions in the first quarter. 
As we have begun the 
second quarter, the mo¬ 
tor vehicle customers will 
notice a change in their 
transactions as the system 
received an upgrade on 
April 20 th . We are moving 
to a Print On Demand De¬ 
cal system that includes 
a scanning feature. This 


saves on postage each day 
when we send our daily 
reports which will now 
be submitted electroni¬ 
cally. This is a welcomed 
change by county clerks 
and overall the change¬ 
over has gone smoothly. 

In the Election depart¬ 
ment, we are preparing for 
the May 19 th primary and 
are trying to streamline 
services to make Election 
Day as smooth as possi¬ 
ble. We are working hard 
on the voter registration 
system that was upgraded 
in 2014 to ensure accu¬ 
rate voting records are 
retained in Grant County. 

I want to thank the 
customers of the clerk’s 
office for their encourage¬ 
ment during this transition 
and I especially want to 
thank our team of deputy 
clerks.

Time to 

O f all the freedom¬ 
crushing laws and 
regulations issued 
from Washington, one 
of the most ridiculous is 
the decades-long federal 
ban on industrial hemp. 
For far too long, farm¬ 
ers and manufacturers in 
Kentucky and across the 
United States have been 
blocked from growing 
hemp or producing prod¬ 
ucts from this versatile 
and useful plant. My col¬ 
leagues and I in both the 
House and Senate hope 
to end this illogical ban. 
Therefore, in January of 
this year, I reintroduced 
H.R. 525, the “Indus¬ 
trial Hemp Farming Act,” 
which would stop the fed¬ 
eral government’s hemp 
blockade. 

First, however, it is im¬ 
portant to remember that 
the fight for hemp free¬ 
dom is entirely unrelated 
to the issue of marijuana 
legalization. The scare 
tactics and false rhetoric 
used by those who want to 
keep industrial hemp out 
of Kentucky are not based 
on facts. As the Congres¬ 
sional Research Service 
(CRS) reports, hemp and 
marijuana plants are dis¬ 
tinct from one another. Al¬ 
though they both descend 
from the same species 
of plant, their chemical 
makeup is different, as is 
their physical appearance. 
Importantly, hemp has too 
low a THC (delta-9 tetra¬ 
hydrocannabinol, marijua¬ 
na’s primary psychoactive 
chemical) content to have 
any intoxicating effect. 

Unfortunately, false 
information about hemp 
causes more than just con¬ 
fusion—it results in the 
export of valuable U.S. 
jobs to foreign countries. 
According to CRS, “[s] 
ome estimate that the 


legalize 

global market for hemp 
consists of more than 
25,000 products in nine 
submarkets: agriculture; 
textiles; recycling; auto¬ 
motive; furniture; food/ 
nutrition/beverages; pa¬ 
per; construction materi¬ 
als; and personal care.” 
And while the United 
States does not produce 
hemp, other industrial¬ 
ized nations do. Specifi¬ 
cally, China is one of the 
largest producers and ex¬ 
porters of hemp products 
in the world, and we im¬ 
port hemp from China. 

Likewise, Canada 
also supplies hemp to the 
United States. Canadian 
hemp production soared 
following its legalization 
in the 1990s after a 60- 
year prohibition. There 
are now an estimated 100 
Canadian hemp farms. 
Why not bring this indus¬ 
try to Kentucky? 

In fact, a 1998 study 
conducted by the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky’s Center 
for Business and Eco¬ 
nomic Research estimated 
that “[t]he total economic 
impact in Kentucky, as¬ 
suming one industrial 
hemp processing facility 
locating in Kentucky and 
selling certified seed to 
other growers, would be 
303 full-time equivalent 
jobs and $6,700,000 in 
worker earnings.” The 
study further concluded 
that “[i]f two processing 
facilities were established 
in Kentucky, industrial 
hemp would have an eco¬ 
nomic impact of 537 full¬ 
time equivalent jobs and 
$12,100,000 in worker 
earnings,” and “[i]f one 
processing facility and 
one industrial hemp pa¬ 
per-pulp plant were es¬ 
tablished in Kentucky, in¬ 
dustrial hemp would have 
an economic impact of

111 full-time equivalent 
jobs and $17,600,000 in 
worker earnings.” 

Historically, hemp 
was grown for hundreds 
of years throughout the 
United States, and par¬ 
ticularly in Kentucky. 
Even the sails on the ship 
that transported Chris¬ 
topher Columbus to the 
New World were made 
of hemp. From colonial 
days through the mid- 
1800s, Kentucky was the 
primary hemp producer in 
the United States. During 
World War II, hemp pro¬ 
duction assisted with the 
war effort. Even Henry 
Ford, the founder of Ford 
Motor Company and the 
“Father of the Modern 
Assembly Line,” used 
hemp in his automobile 
parts. 

During the 113th Con¬ 
gress, I achieved a major 
legislative victory when 
an amendment I co-spon¬ 
sored to H.R. 1947, the 
“Federal Agriculture Re¬ 
form and Risk Manage¬ 
ment Act of 2013” (the 
FARRM bill), passed the 
House of Representatives. 
This amendment allows 
colleges, universities, 
and State departments of 
agriculture to grow and 
cultivate industrial hemp 
for academic and agricul¬ 


tural research purposes in 
states where it is already 
legal. My amendment 
was included in the final 
version of the bill, which 
passed both the House and 
Senate and was signed 
into law by the President. 
Since then, numerous pi¬ 
lot projects have success¬ 
fully launched throughout 
Kentucky. 

While this was a tre¬ 
mendous victory, my 
goal is to change the law 
even further so that hemp 
can be grown and used 
for more than simply 
academic and research 
purposes. That is why I 
reintroduced the Indus¬ 
trial Hemp Farming Act 
(H.R. 525) in January of 
this year. My bill changes 
the federal definition of 
marijuana to exclude in¬ 
dustrial hemp, and would 
therefore prevent federal 
government interference 
with a state that chooses 
to produce hemp. 

H.R. 525 has 54 co¬ 
sponsors, including Ken¬ 
tucky Reps. Andy Barr, 
Ed Whitfield, and John 
Yarmuth. Sen. Ron 
Wyden introduced a Sen¬ 
ate companion bill, co¬ 
sponsored by Majority 
Leader Mitch McConnell 
and Sen. Rand Paul. The 
momentum behind indus¬ 
trial hemp freedom con¬ 
tinues to grow, not only at 
the federal level, but also 
at the state level. To date, 
twenty-one states (includ¬ 
ing Kentucky) have legal¬ 
ized hemp. 

I am hopeful that as 
more citizens in Kentucky 
and throughout the nation 
learn about the economic 
benefits of hemp, its job- 
creating potential, and its 
place in our nation’s his¬ 
tory, H.R. 525 will pass 
both the House and Sen¬ 
ate and become law.

ANOTHER PLACE IN TIME 


French 
green beans 

I have loved green beans ever since I grew ‘Ten- 
derette’ in the fifth grade for my 4-H project 
at Simpsonville Elementary. Now I primar¬ 
ily grow the filet types of green beans, or what 
many call French beans or haricots verts (green 
bean in French). Why the European designation? 
Benjamin Watson explains, “Americans prefer 
those varieties of snap beans that remain string¬ 
less for a long time on the bush or remain fresh 
in the refrigerator for a long time after picking. 
In contrast, the French prefer the long, skinny fi¬ 
let beans that have to be picked early and often 
to ensure tenderness and optimum flavor.” This 
comes from the French tradition of going to the 
market daily for fresh vegetables versus going to 
the grocery once a week like many Americans. 

With the benefit of growing your own vege¬ 
tables you can harvest what you need, when you 
need it and that is just what I do with my green 
beans. I harvest my filet beans every couple of 
days and eat them that night or within days of 
harvesting. This bean proves to be more desir¬ 
able for my harvesting and eating habits. 

The best French pole bean I have grown is 
‘Emerite’, it is also most widely available for 
home gardeners. This bean has a sweet-bean 
flavor, crisp texture and is perfect for blanch¬ 
ing. The pods are slender and are at their peak 
at about seven or eight 
inches. These beans are 
tasty fresh from the vine or 
blanched in boiling water. 
They store well for several 
days in the refrigerator but 
are not at their peak flavor 
if stored over four or five 
days. 

‘Emerite’ is resistant to 
mosaic viruses but not to 
rust. Fast year the plants 
suffered from rust because 
of the wet season we had 
but the trellising allowed 
for good air circulation so 
it was slow to take hold. 
By summer’s end, how¬ 
ever, my yield was low 
because of the fungus. Full-sun and good air cir¬ 
culation is the best deterrent to this common bean 
problem. Under good conditions this bean has a 
high yield. A 5-foot row can easily feed a family 
of four all summer. 

If you have the space for bush beans and 
want to try some French filet beans look for 
‘Vernandon’, considered the true haricots verts 
and ‘Nickel’, which is a mini-bean that reaches 
4 inches at its peak. Both have high yields and 
great flavor. But, in the end my absolute favorite 
bush French filet bean is ‘Tavera’. 

Preparing French beans is a little different 
than the snap beans you may be used to. Typical¬ 
ly these slender beans are steamed or blanched. 
I cook them in boiling water just long enough to 
brighten the color and to mellow the taste. Usu¬ 
ally one to two minutes if they have been picked 
at their peak. More nutrients remain in the bean 
if they are not cooked too long. Beans harvested 
later in the season tend to be a little tougher so 
they are cooked a little longer. 

In the summer when I want a cold green bean 
salad I rinse the beans in ice water as soon as 
I take them out of the boiling water, this helps 
them stay a little on the crunchy side. Toss in 
a little olive oil, add some chopped red pepper 
strips, a little parmesan cheese, salt and pepper 
and you have a great side dish to whatever is on 
the grill.

INSPECTION PERIOD 

FOR THE PROPERTY TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Grant County real property tax roll will be opened for 
inspection from May 4 through May 18, 2015. Under the 
supervision of the property valuation administrator or one 
of the deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2015, assessment on which state, 
county, and school taxes for 2015 will be due about 
September 15,2015.

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real 
property made by the PV A must first request a conference 
with the PV A or a designated deputy. The conference 
may be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

After the conference with the PV A or designated deputy, 
any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real 
property may appeal to the county board of assessment 
appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in 
person or sending a letter or other written petition stating 
the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and stating 
the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the 
property. 

The appeal must be received in the county clerk’s office 
no later than one work day following the conclusion of 
the inspection period. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the board, 
either in person or by designated representative, will not 
be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of 
Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be 
made to the county board of assessment appeals. Personal 
property taxpayers shall be served notice under the

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does 
not agree with the assessed value of personal property as 
determined by the property valuation administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he 
believes to be the fair cash value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the 
Department of Revenue, Office of Property Valuation 
within 30 days from the date of the notice of assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may 
be appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.
